Th« jury's verdict was. "guilty" with 
recommendation of the death penalty. 
In the same hurried processes of 
th* law, young Hard was sentenced 
to death. 
He is now in the death 


house of the prison here with the 
date of his hanging set for May 23. 
It Is legally impossible,

that he be hanged. 


Since the tim ehe was sentenced to 
death, his atorneys and his mother 
have come forward with unquestion- 
able proofs that he is only 17 years 
of age; that at the time he particip- 
ated in the Siskiyou murder, he was 
only 16. The state

hanging- is plain and specific, and the 
warden of the prison cannot carry 
out the death sentence without him- 
self becoming amenable to a prison 
term.
